Five Hundred Republicans in Penn.
sylvania Prefer Wilson to Candi-
dates on Thelr Own Ticket

In a poll taken by the Evening
Telegraph of Philadelphia for prefer-
ence for a Republican candidate fox
the presidency, and co-operated In by
newspapers throughont Pennsylvan-
ia, some five hundred Republicans
signified thelr intention of support-
Ing President Woodrow Wilson de
spite the fact that he will be the can-

didate of the Democratic party. To
do so, they had to write I’runltlc-nl|
Wilson's name upon the ballot,

In a recent primary
Ohlo, President
wag easlly the
candidate for president in the statp |
primaries. Commenting upon the
election the Cleveland Plain Dealer
says: “The strength shown by Presi- |

dert Wilson caused surprise in view
of the fact that Frank 8. Monnett
ran as an anti-Wilson candidate for
delegate, The president led the tie
ket In most gections of the state.”

In the New Jersey primaries, the
preslident showed remarkable
gtrength in the German digtricts. The
New York Evening Post commenting
on this sald: “All the German dist-
ricts turned out in large numbers to
vote the ballot with Wilson's name
on it. This was particularly so in
the almost exclusive German colon-
fes in the Hudson City section of Jer-
#ey City and in the north Hudson
towns along the Palisades."

The Milwaunkee Journal in eom-
menting on the recent primary elec-
tion says: "One of the most remarka-
ble circumstances in connection with
the Mllwaukee county vote is the
large indorsement given to President

CFFECT OF OATS ON FLAVOR

Interesting Experiments Conducted by
Department of Agriculturs on
Feed Given Cows

The department of agriculture re

cently reported the result of experi |

ments to test the effect of oats on
the flavor of milk. These exper!
ments showed that oats do not have
the beneficlal effects on the favor of
milk which many dalrymen belleve
lut as corn and bran constituted Lhe
ration tested agninst oats, the public
has gained the lmpression erroneous
ly that the depariment recommends
the fecding of corn and bran to im
prove the flavor of milk, Of Afty
opinfons  expressed regarding (h
flavor of the samples, twenty-five pre
ferred the milk from cows fed coru
and bran. As sixteen preferred the
milk from ecows fed oats and nine ex
pressed no choice, It does not appea’
that elther ratlon has any declded sd
vantage over the other., There can
be no great superfority in the bran
and coru when onehalf of the opln
lons were either indifferent or were
In favor of the other milk. In view
of thess experiments the department
does not recommend the feeding of
bran and corn to Improve the flavor
of milk. Oats, corn, alfalfa, hay, eot
tonseed meal, linseed meal, bran, glu
ten and other good feeds for dalry
cows when properly fed in reason
able amounts produce a fine-flavored
milk, but there Is no substantial evi
dence that any one of them Is su.
perfor to any of the others In this
respect

The relative prices of the differant
feeds will determine In most cases
which are to be preferred In makine
up a ration for dalry cows.
